As long as diphtheria continues 
at all it is not only causing a great 
deal of suffering to a great many 
children, and heartbreak in thou- 
sands of families where the children

We do not need to 
be reminded of the influenzia which 


nor do we want to see any disease 
that can readily be wiped out 
sweep in similar fashion through the 
ranks of childhood. Diphtheria of the 
type we now know seems to have 
begun somewhere between the years 
of 1850 and 1860 and after that time 
it spread over the entire civilized 
world. 

“In the United States,” says Dr. 
Cumming, summing up the history 
of the disease and thereby pointinz 
out the menace we are averting, “fil- 
lowing the invasion.of the pandemic, 
about 1855, diphtheria continued to 
be highly prevalent and very fatal 
until about 1900, Its course differed 
in different parts of the country; 
but, in general, the mortality in- 
creased from about 1855 to 1885 or
